Washington, January 7.—Profits of 


many coa] operators in the middle west 


were materially increased by coal 
prices fixed by the government, the 
senate investigating committee was 


told today by Clifford Thorne, who said 


he had made an exhaustive study of 
the situation, and David L. Wing, an 
examiner of the federal trade commis- 
sion. 

Much of the shortage of coal now 
experienced over the ceuntry was at- 
tributed by Thorne to excessive ship- 
ments to the northwest, the “tempta- 
tion of operators to hold back for high- 

_er prices,” greatly increased consump- 
tion, interference with distribution 
through natural channels and an in- 
adequate car supply. 

Relief, the witness said, 
brought about only through 
courses—government operation of the 
mines or purchase of the entire output 
ef the country. If neither is resorted 
to, lower prices could be made possi- 
ble, he said, by the government buying 
the product of smarl mines in which 
production costs are high. 

Referring to a recent announcement 


by the fuel administration on profits 
to be allowed for new mines, Mr. 


Thorne said he did not believe it wise 
to try to increase production by open- 
ing new mines or working those that 
have been idle, as the high produc 
tion costs im such mines would tend 
only to imcrease .prices to consumers. 
He thought it would be better to close 
many small mines now operating at 
high cost. 
Operators Making Millions. 

Thorne told the committee the pub- 
lic had not had proper representation

Coal Experts to Be Limited. 


America’s coal exports this year will 
be limited strictly to shipments to be 
used for war purposes and’to those 
necessary in exchange for commodities 
the United States must have. In an- 
nouncing this policy tonight Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield declared that in 
no event will.exports be permitted to 
equal in volume those of the year just 
ended. 

The fuel administration turned over 
to the war trade board today figures 
showing the amoun:i of coal the coun- 
try can spare and asked the board to 
exercise supervision over its distribu- 
tion abroad. The amount available for 
export was not made public. Canada 
will be excepted from the regulations 
and shipments to the dominion will 
be left in the hands of the fuel admin- 
istration. 

“In view of the existing coal short- 
age and the great demand here Amer- 
ica must come first in supplying her 
‘industries and householders with coal,” 
said Dr. Garfield tonight. 

The new export policy means that 
England will be called upon to supply 
domestic users in France and Italy. 
Producers desiring tod export coal to 
the allied countries must show that 
shipments are to be used for war pur- 

oses and must give to the war trade 

oard the namés in every instance of 
the final consignees. — 

The arrangement was worked out 
today at a conference between fuel ad- 
ministration, state department and war 
board officials. The war board, now 
in control of all @xports and imports, 
will use coal to trade with neutral 
nations, particularly those in Latin- 
America, for goods the United States 
needs in prosecution of the war. British 
coal shipments to South America have 
been used for this purpose for some 
time. 

Prices of export coal, although $1.35 
a ton higher than domestic prices, still 
are lower here than the prices obtain- 
ing in other export countries.

“Men have told me that their condi- 
tion is such that they would steal or 
murder to get coal,” said the mayor. 
“These statements are rash, of course, 
but not so thoughtless as the state- 
ments of certain people who have been 
spreading it broadcast that there is 
plenty of coal in Atlanta and that it 
is being withheld from consumers in 
order to get more money for it. Such 
statements are not less than inciting 
to riot, and are not worthy of a pa- 
triotic citizen. 
“The people who have come to the 
coal ticket office are most needy, and 
they are very numerous. The state- 
ments they have made show the seri- 
ourness of the situation, and I believe 
the situation may become more seri- 
ous. 

Our Schools May Suffer. 

“The situation is such that it seems 
to me this council should take whatever 
action it can to relieve conditions. This 
may mean that our schools will have 
to suffer. The schools have coal] and 
the city waterworks have coal, though 
of inferior quality. The waterworks 
jhas coal supply for about three weeks.

“Planders, France 


New York, January 7.—(By Agsociat- 
ed Press. From European Cahjes of 
the Day.)—Although infantry opera- 
tions in the major war theaters are of 
a minor character, signs are not wgnt- 
ing that big battles are in the process 
of making in Flanders, France and 
Italy. At various points in these three 
war zones intensive artillery duels are 
going on day and night. They are par- 
ticularly severe in the region of Ypres 
and the Cambrai sector, where the 
British are facing the Germans, along 
the Aisne, on the Verdun sector and 
along the Moselle river, where the 
forces of the German crown prince and 
the Grand Duke Albrecht of Wurttem- 
berg are opposing the French, and in 
the Italian highlands from the region 
of Lake Garda eastward to the Piave 
river, where the Austro-German troops 
are aligned against the Italians, French 
and British. 

Southwest of Yores, Flanders, the 
Germans have made an attempt to enter 
British positions, buc met with repulse 
and heavy losses under the fire of the 
British infantry and machine guns. 
Likewise an attempted raid against the 
French positions on the historiq, Hill 
304 in the Verdun sector was stopped 
with sanguinary losses to the Germans. 
These two maneuvers constitute the 
only activity by infantry forces at any 
point except that small British patrols 
at several places forced crossing of the 
Piave river against the Teutonic allies. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
REPORTED VIOLENT 
ON WESTERN LINE 


Paris, January 7.—Heavy artillery 
fire occurred during last night near 
Bezonvaux and Chambrettes, northeast 
of Verdun, the war office announced 
today. A German raid on “French 
trenches north of Hill 304, on the op- 
posite bank of the Meuse, were re- 
pulsed. The text feads: 

“In the Champagne our own and the 
enemy’s artillerx. was active in the re- 
gion of Monthaunt. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse our 
troops repulsed an attempted German 
raid on our trenches north of Hill 304. 
On the right bank the artillery fight- 
ing attained intensity during the 
course of the night in the region of 
Bizonvaux and Chambrettes. In the 
sector north of St. Mihiel a French pa- 
trool took prisoners. Nothing else of 
importance took place on the remain- 
der of the front. 

“During the day of January 5 four 
German airplanes were brought down 
by our pilots and a fifth by our special 
guns.”

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“There have been reciprocal bursts of 
fire between Praso and Cimego, in the 
Guidicaria valley, and more intense ac- 
tivity on the part of the medium eali- 
ber enemy guns in the Zugna region of 
the Lagarina valley. On the Asiago 
plateau our batteries made effective 
shots against enemy trensports and 
troops on the march behind the lines. 

“There also has been activity by re- 
connoitering detachments. North of 
Costalunga Austrian parties were driven 
back and. followed by our patrols, 
which made a few prisoners. Violent 
concentrations of fire by our batteries 
against enemy positions between the 
Frenzela valley and the Brenta valley 
have been answered by persistent shell- 
ing of our lines. Enemy positions and 
the rear areas between Vidor and 
Ponte della Friuli have been repeated- 
ly shelled with excellent results by 
French and British batteries. 

“At some points British, patrols have 
forced the Piave and caused alarm in 
the enemy's lines. On the plain there 
has been moderate artillery activity. 

“In Albania, on the Osum river, a 
large enemy detachment which at dawn 
Sunday attacked our Albanian bands 
was driven~back by our regular troops 
who had promptly arrived on the 
scene.”

England’s Lord Chief Jus- 
tice to Succeed Spring- 
Rice—Reading in Charge 
of War Mission. 


London, January 7.— Barl Reading, 
lord chief justice, has been appointed 
British high commissioner in the Unit- 


ed States. Besides taking over the 
work of the British embassy in Wash- 
ington he will have charge of the work 
of the British war mission and its es- 
tablishments in New York and Wash- 
ington. 

Te Remain Chief Justice. 

It igs understood Earl Reading will 
retain his position of lord chief jus- 
tice. The appointment of the occupant 
of the second highest judicial position 
in England to a diplomatic post has 
mo precedent in the annals of the Brit- 
igh bench, and as Earl Reading's ap- 
pointment to Washington is for an in- 
definite period it is presumed that it 
will be necessary to appoint a deputy 
te perform the duties of chief justice 
during his absence. Justice Darling 
aeted in that capacity during Earl 
Reading’s gecent absence in the United 
States. 

The official announcement of Earl 
Reading’s appointment says:

Bari Reading was attorney general 
of England as Sir Rufus Isaacs. In 
October, 19138, he was appointed lord 
chief justice to succeed Lord Alver- 
stone and was elevated to the peerage 
in December of that year. He was one 
of the leading members of the Anglo- 
French financial commission which vis- 
ited the United States in 1915. In 
1916 he was created viscount and pre- 
sided at the trial of Sir Roger Case- 
ment. His last visit to the United 
States was in September and October 
of 1917. Earl Reading presided at the 
Anglo-American war conference in 
London in November and during the 
same month was created earl.

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THE CALL OF CHARITY. 


The appeal of Lee Ashcraft, president, 
upon behalf of the Associated Charities of 
Atlanta for funds with which to enable that 
organization to meet the tremendous de- 
mands just now being made upon it and to 
creditably discharge its obligations to the 
city’s. poor in this period of crisis should 
strike to the inner conscience of every citt- 
zen and call forth a general and generous re- 
sponse. 

This appeal is the appeal of want—of the 
very poor and the very unfortunate, suffer- 
ing the pinch of need in the grip of adversity 
and of an unusually severe winter. 

The Associated Charities itself as an or- 
ganization has had many obstacles to over 
come in attaining a position where ft can as- 
certain and minister to the needs of the 
needy. It has attained a position where it 
can and does to a very great extent relieve 
the city government of the burden of tak- 
ing care of the poor, which otherwise would 
devolve upon it at the expense of the tax- 
payers.

When they go on a “rabbit drive” now, 


it takes the direction of the canning factory. 


And there are factories in the rabbit- 


canning business on a large scale. 


And where rabbits in abundance have the 


run of other states, rabbit meat-supply cam- 


paigns are on. 

A local item in The Shelbina (Mo.) Dem- 
ocrat tells of profitable rabbit shipments 
from that state: 


‘More than five tons of rabbits were 
shipped from here by express last Wed- 
nesday. Most of this big lot of meat 
was shipped by the Henderson Produce 
company, but about a thousand pounds 
came from Bethel. The train men say 
rabbits are ages | shipped in similar 

uantities from all points on the Bur- 

lington road, so Missouri's rabbit crop 
is doing much to help save the beef and 
pork for the army.” 

Even in states where rabbits are not 
shipped to outside markets in large quanti- 
ties, they are conserving the home meat 
supply, and home canning plants are paying 
more attention to this source of profit. 

Aside from the fact that rabbit meat, 
served in any style known to home-cooking, 
is a dish to give thanks for, and should be 
on the table as often as possible, it has be- 
come an important factor in helping out the 


food conservation plan.

Last Words From the Field 


London.—I leave her all” A last will 
and testament in four words, written on 
the back of a photograph of a woman by 
a soldier, was admitted to probate in Lon- 
don recently. It was the will of Lieutenant 
who fell for his country 
and made his will as he lay dying. The 
photograph was identified and the estate 
administered as directed in those four words. 

Yet this is neither the shortest nor the 
most dramatic of battlefield wills. At 
Neuve Chapelle a soldier was found dead 
and the identity-disc he wore was examined. 
On the back of it, scratched with a nail in 
‘“‘All for 
wife.” In the case mentioned above a name 
was signed; in this case the name and num- 
ber were stamped on the disc and served as 
Yet that piece of metal 
with the three words were held to constitute 
a valid will, although no witmess had set 
his name to it and the only seal was the 
seal of death. ; 

The British government has always 
vised soldiers who are leaving for the front 
to make and file their wills, but the fatalism 
of the Brtish Tommy works both ways. He 
knows he may die, but he has a suspicion 
that he will not; and he is a bit supersti- 
tious. He does not want to wake up the 
hostile fates by writing out his will; it 
seems too much like an invitation. So he 
goes cheerfully out and if he “goes west” 
he makes his last minute serve instead of 
a visit to a solicitor, 

Wills Written on Cigarette Paper. 

He writes on anything and with any- 
thing. Perhaps the most pathetic of these 
documents is a little cigarette picture, such 
as comes in nearly every package of Gold 
Flake (the Fatima or the Camel of the 
On the back of such a card, which 
bore a picture of the London he should 
never see again, a soldier had written in 
his own blood the words, “Everything to 
my beloved wife,” and signed his name. Even 
in his agony he had taken the trouble to 
add the word ‘‘beloved.”

Increase in the number and in the use of 
books at the Fulton County Law library

_ On the hands, hyperidrosis gives a cold, 
clammy feeling—to the observer, if not the 
subject. On the feet, excessive sweatin 
keeps stockings and shoes constantly damp, 
therefore makes cold weet and invites frost- 
bite and chilblains. The skin of the soles, 
or especially the skin between the toes, is 
likely to be white, macerated and thickened. 
Fissures frequently occur between the toes, 
causing great ammoyance. Soft corns are 
usually complained of. The nails are thick- 
ened and often distorted. More or less dis- 
agreeable odor is present, though this is 
never a serious feature unless the condition 
is neglected or improperly treated. Hyperi- 
drosis of the feet is frequently a symptom 
of flatfoot. e 

People with a rapid pulse from any cause 
are likely to have hyperidrosis. Dry skin 
accompanies a very slow pulse. 

General causes of excessive local sweat- 
ing are improper underclothing (cotton, 
especially the abomination, fleece-lined or 


heavy weight cotton), inadequate daily ex- 
ercise in the open air, excessive indulgence 


in tobacco, tea or coffee, and any systemic 
disease which impairs the circulation, such 
as tuberculosis, rickets, exophthalmic goitre. 
Local factors are tight shoes, etc. 

One of the greatest dermatologists, Dr. 
G. H. Fox, advised frequent sponging of 
the affected parts with a lotion ofgé0 grains 
of quinine in 8 ounches of alcohol* If- there 
is noticeable odor, sponge the skin daily 
with 1 per cent formaldehyde solution— 
about a tablespoonful of th® standard 40 
per cent liquid in eight ounces of water or 
alcohol. Wipe the perspiration dry and 
powder with one part of salicylic acid and 


atearate powder many 
times a day. 2 

A few drops of the 40 per “ent standard 
formaldehyde liquid may be put in the shoes 
every day or rather every night: it pre- 
serves the leather and prevents odor. 

The free application of pure boric acid 
powder as a dusting powder in stockings 
and shoes often gives relief. 

For the hand, armpits and elsewhere 
daily mopping with a solution of a tea- 
spoonful of formaldehyde liquid, two tea- 
spoonfuls of glycerin, in 4 ounces of rose 
water or plain water, is good.

If it be a 
chronic inflammation of the gall-sac, per- 
haps masquerading as “stomach trouble” or 
intestinal - indigestion,” or “acidity” or 
gas,” a diet largely vegetarian, with Hb- 
eral fluids and fruits, and at least two quarts 
of water daily apart from fluids at regular 
meals. X-ray may give some aid in diag- 
nosis, but many gali-stones, for instance, 
give; no shadow ‘in the hegative; and the 
interpretation of the X-ray findings would 
be quite worthless without the data of the 
patient’s regular physician.

It took. us three days. to reach re 
serve billets—each day’s march bring- 
ing the sound of the guns nearer and 
nearer. At night, way off in the dis- 
tance we could see their flashes, 
which lighted up the sky with a red 
glare. 

Against the horizon we could see 
numerous observation balloons, or 
“sausages,” as they are called. 

On the afternoon of the third day’s 
march I witnessed my first aeroplane 
being shelled. A thrill ran through me 
and I gazed in awe. The aeroplane 
was making wide circles in the air, 
while little puffs of white smoke were 
bursting all around it. These puffs 
appeared like tiny balls of cotton, 
while after each burst could be heard 
a dull “plop.” The sergeant of my 
platoon informed us that it was a Ger- 
man aeroplane, and I wondered how 
he could tell from such a distance be- 
cause the plane seemed like a little 


my doubt as to whether it was Eng- 
lish, French or German. With a look 
of contempt he further informed us

Then about 200 yards to 
our left in a large field, four columns 
of black earth and smoke rose into the 
air, and the ground trembled from the 
report,—the explosion of four German 
five-nine’s, or “coal boxes.” A sharp 
whistle blast, immediately followed by 
two short ones, rang out from the head 
of our column. This was to take up 
“artillery formation.” We divided into 
small squads and went into the fields 
on the right and left of the road, and 
crouched on the ground. No other 
shells followed this salvo. It was our 
first baptism by shell fire. From the 
waist up I was all enthusiasm, but 
from there down everything was miss- 
ing. I thought I should die with fright. 

After awhile, we re-formed into col- 
umns of fours, and proceeded on our 
way. 

About 5 that night we reached the 
ruined village of H——, and I got my 
first sight of the awful destruction 
caused by German kultur. 


Marching down the main street we 
came to the heart of the village, and 
took up quarters in shellproof cellars 
(shellproof until hit by a shell). Shells 
were constantly whistling over the 
village and bursting in our rear, 
searching for our artillery.: 


These cellars were cold, damp and 
smelly, and overrun with large rats— 
big black fellows. Most of the Tom- 
mies slept with their overcoats over 
their faces. I did not. In the middle 
of the night I woke up in terror. The 
cald, clammy feet of a rat had passed 
over my face. I immediately smoth-

bursting shrapnel would light up the 
sky and we could hear the fragments 
slapping the ground above us on our 
right and left. Then a Fritz would 
traverse back and forth with his “type- 
writer” or machine gun. The bullets 
made a sharp cracking noise overhead. 

The boy in front of me named Pren- 
tice crumpled up without a word. A 
piece of shell had gone through his 
shrapnel-proof helmet. I felt sick and 
weak. 


In about thirty minutes we reached 
the front line. It was dark ag pitch. 
Every now and then a German star 
shell would pierce the blackness out 
in front with its silvery light. I was 
trembling all over, and felt very lone 
ly and afraid. All orders were given 
in whispers. The company we relieved 
filed past us and disappeared into the 
blackness of the communication trench 
leading to the rear. As they passed us 
they whispered, “The best o’ luck, 
mates.” 

I sat on the fire step of the trench 
with the rest of the men. In each trav- 
erse two of the older men had been 
put on guard with their heads stick- 
ing over the top, and with their eyes 
trying to pierce the blackness in “No 
Man’s Land.” In this trench there 
were only two dugouts, and these 
were used by Lewis and Vickers, ma- 
chine gunners, so it was the fire step 
for ours. Pretty soon it started to 
rain. We put on our “macks,” but 
they were not much protection. The 
rain trickled down our backs, and it 
was not long before we were wet and 
cold. How I passed that night I will 
never know, but without any unusual 
occurrence, dawn arrived. 

The word “stand down” was passed 
along the line, and the sentries got 
down off the fire step. Pretty soon 
the rum issue came along, and it was 
a Godsend. It warmed our chilled 
bodies and put new life into us. Then 
from the communication trenches 
came dixies or iron pots, filled with 
steaming tea, which had two wooden 
stakes through their handles, and 
were carried by two men. I filled my 
canteen and drank the hot tea with- 
out taking it from my lips. It was not 
long before I was asleep in the mud 
on the fire step.

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RECRUITS ARE WANTED: 


Major H. A. Gillis and Captain 
John Tuther Will Open 
Offices Today. 


Atlanta has been designated as one 
of twenty cities in the United States 
where commissioned recruits will be 
received for the ordnance department 
of the army and offices will be opened 
in the Chamber of Commerce building 
today for the reception of applicants. 
Major H. A. Gillis, of the ordnance bu- 
reau in Washington, and Captain John 
Tuther, also of Washington, are here 
to organize the work. 

Major Gillis will remain for only a 
day or two, until the work is started, 
but Captain Tuther will probably be 
here a manth, at the end of which 
time it is the purpose to turn the 
office over to a man selected in Atlanta 
who will be commissioned with the 


rank of major. 

Plans of the government in the mat- 
ter were outlined by Major Gillis and 
Captain Tuther at a luncheon at the 
Capital City club Monday afternoon 
given by J. W. Conway under the aus- 
pices of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
meice. Quite a number of the lead- 
ers in Atlanta financial and industrial 
affairs and representatives of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology were present 
and pledged their co-operation to the 
government in securing desirable ap- 
plicants. 

Quality, Not Numbers. 


‘While there is no fixed limit to the 
number of men whom we can accept,” 
declared Major Gillis, “it is not num- 
bers that we are after, but quality. 
We hope to be able to secure some good 
men of the required technical training 
who will be willing to make sacrifices 
to serve the government. We have 
come to Atlanta, which has already 
been most liberal in her gifts of pa- 
triotism, because we believe that where 
much has been given more may be re- 
quired.” 

Mechanical engineers, chemical en- 
ginecers, inspectors with actual shop 
experience, college graduates preferred, 
and metallurgists are the men wanted. 
There will be no three months’ training 
at military camps, as in the case of 
other reserve officers, but men of the 
required technical training and experi- 
ence will be issued commissions just 
as soon as their applications have been 
favorably acted upon at Washington.

With a view to giving the public a cor- 
rect understanding of the sugar situation, 
the following FACTS are presented: 


Existing conditions are world wide in their effect, not in 
any sense local. Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex- 
traordinary factors.

For High Prices 


Chicago, January 7—The National 

Retail Shoe Dealers’ association, at- 
tended by 2,000 members, met in con- 
vention here today and some of them 
were kept busy establishing alibis for 
high prices. 
John O'Connor, general chairman of 
the convention, said that this year’s 
harvest of leather was equal to that of 
the past season—he did not really con- 
sider that there was a leather shortage, 
except in grades used for the military— 
and then he and his associates explain- 
ed the reason for the $15 and $20 shoes 
for women and the $9 and $11 shoes for 
men. 

It appeared from his statement that 
cotton drilling has gone up 300 per cent 
to a minimum of 70 cents a yard and 


that if there were a pair of feet in the 
country requiring a vard of shoe-lining 


Shoe laces cost $2.50 a gross, and so 
if your shoes have a gross of laces 
with them it accounts for $2.50 more 
of the price. Beeswax, too, is up, but 
the cost was not analyzed, and it costs 
10 cents more to make eyelets. With 
twenty or thirty eyelets in a woman’s 
shoes it was pointed out that some 
more of the cost was obvious. And, 
then, too, there are nails. A pound of 
nails costs 8 cents more than it used 
to. Figuring. the number of pounds of 
nails to the shoe runs the total still 
tre tact,” said Mr. O’Connor, “labor 
and everything is up and shoes have to 


follow.” “

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London, January 7.—The _Bolsheviki 
are definitely strengthening the front, 
Petrograd advices say.
